tently confessed, there have been times, all 
the moro remarkable from their rarity, when 
the House bas been caught off its guard and 
broke out into a veritable guffaw, loud and 
hearty as that of Sir Walter Scott's priest of 
St. Duncan when lie had come in from a suc­ 
cessful hunt after the king's deer. 
Such an 
occasion, memorable from the reproaches of 
themselves in which members Indulged after 
it was over, was Hie tim e when Cox (Dem .) 
made his witty remarks on the moth. 
What 
with the rollicking manner of Hic speaker, 
Hie pertinency of his analogies, Hic profundity 
of hts wcientiflc quotations, his fits of comica 
gravity, bis—well, the whole thing was irre­ 
sistible; It would have thrown a bench of 
dyspeptic bishops into spasm*. 
Tho House 
laughed and careened upon its panting sides, 
and, Heaven wot I who can wonder. 
The 
authorized reporters struggled with their leap­ 
ing pencils; they wrote the scene fully out, 
not forgetting to intersperse their pages with 
the frequent, parenthetic ( “ laughter.” “ sen­ 
sation.”) 
We, ourselves, have doubts as to 
whether the affair should not have ended on 
the spot; both as to Hie fun and the record of 
the speech which made the fun. 
We speak 
now for posterity, which may by a chance be 
too weak in the ribs to read Cox’s speech 
without damage to Hie cartlliganous braces 
of its mortal frame. 
That speech has, how­ 
ever, gone oil the record; let us hope it will 
do no harm lo statesm en yet unborn. 
But us

We won’t pretend to misunder­ 
stand Mr. Hoar’s motive in desiring the ex­ 
clusion of these words; it does appear undig­ 
nified th at the accounts of what the House 
said and did should be marred by such trivial 
references. 
For, as we all know, if there is 
one thing more than another upon which our 
representatives as a body justly pride them­ 
selves, it is their sedateness and solemnity. 
We wouldn’t lie responsible for the assertion 
that the hali-acre of legislative face is never 
brightened by a smile, because deep, dark 
lakes even are sometimes lighted up in a 
gloomy day by an evanescent sheet of fugitive 
sunlight. 
Hence there could be nothing in­ 
trinsically wrong in it. 
And, it must be peni­ 
tently confessed, there have been times, all 
the moro remarkable from their rarity, when 
the House has been cauglit off its guard and 
broke out into a veritable guffaw, loud and 
hearty as that of Sir Walter Scott’s priest of 
St. Dunstan when lie had come in from a suc­ 
cessful hunt after the king’s deer. 
Such an 
occasion, memorable from the reproaches of 
themselves in which members indulged after 
it was over, was the time when Cox (Dem.) 
made his witty remarks on the moth. 
What 
with the rollicking manner of the speaker, 
the pertinency of his analogies, the profundity 
of his ■scientific quotations, bis fits of cómica 
gravity, his—well, the whole thing was irre­ 
sistible ; it would have thrown a bench of 
dyspeptic bishop» into spasms.

“ sensation,” and such, in the midst of the 
reports of mighty debates, why, what mould he 
think? No; Hoar i3 right; it won’t do. 
But 
isn’t G. F.’s uncommon seriousness somehow 
connected with the Massachusetts vote on the 
Senatorial silliness ?

E n s r lis li I,and R eform . 


Tiie great fact that Mr. Disraeli is only 
Englishman by convenience, not by nature, 
enhances our admiration for the courage with 
which he seizes the maddest political bull in 
the country squarely by the horns. 
Those 
who read the Queen’s speech will remember 
that the Premier makes her Majesty allude 
therein to “ the delay and expense atteudinj 
the transfer of land ” as “ a reproach to our 
system of law and a sei iou3 obstacle to deal 
ings in real property.”

If now we couceive the deer parks 
and grazing meadows of England, now in the 
hands of three or four hundred men altogether, 
cut up into farms of one hundred acres each 
more or less, we have a ; icture left of an aris­ 
tocracy without the estates winch lend it dig­ 
nity and influence. 
Many a day may sweep 
over the Parliamentary palace by the Thames 
before this last result is reached, but if our 
hasty sketch is not the logical outcome of Mr. 
Disraeli’s programme, then the Premier abu3e3 
language and insults common-sense. 
His po­ 
sition is all the more singular in this matter from 
the fact that Disraeli himself is from birth and 
breeding an aristocrat. 
Has the crafty old 
Jew an odd trump in his sleeve, and will he 
turn out the leader of the Liberals after all?

des are being heard from In all sorts of place: 
and In the possession of various persons who! 
have no legal right to them it is more than 
probable that somo inturostlng developments 
will bewrought to light in ’Squire Gallagher's 
court-room before many days. 
When the fire 
was first discovered it was endeavored to or­ 
ganize a bucket brigade to pass water from 
the canal only a short distance from the burn­ 
ing building, but to such a pitch of excite­ 
ment were the people brought to only a few 
cauld be Induced to do anything toward ar­ 
resting the progress of tiro flames. At first what 
little wind there was was from the westward, 
causing Urn fire to put Rev. Father Brady’s 
residence, adjoining the hotel on the east, in 
jeopardy, but by groat efforts the building was 
saved, the wind gradually hauling somewhat 
to the southward,as was Shown by tim sparks 
drifting toward the new cement mill and oth­ 
er buildings of tho New York A Rosendale 
Cement Company on the apposite side of the 
canal. 
People owning buildings on the south­ 
west side of the hotel imagined for some limo 
that with tho destruction of Hie hotel the pro­ 
gress of the fire would be arrest#*!, and con- 
rcquently they made no exertions to remove 
their effects until their buildings were on fire, 
and it was only then that the dispatch to May­ 
or Lind9ley of this city, asking for assistance, 
was sent. 
The same scene of excited disorder was en-j 
acted in and about the buildings adjoining the 
hotel on the southwest that were displayed atf 
the former. 
Furniture and bedding, crockery? 
and wearing apparel were carried out andf 
carried off, no one kuows by whom or wlier^ 
to, U3 by that time the glare made by th# Ur# 
had attracted to the scene people from Law­ 
renceville, Rock Lock, Creek Locks and High 
Falls. 
Tho house adjoining Signor's hotel and 
•tables was a double bouse owned by James 
Lee. 
A part of it was occupied by Gilbert 
Craig as a grocery store aud another part by 
Hugo Straubouck as a saloon. 
Lee's building 
bad lately been overhauled, making it vir­ 
tually a new house, on which was an insur­ 
ance of $2,000, but in what company our re­ 
porter was unable to ascertain, as it is a sin­ 
gular fact that the sufferers by the fire who 
were insured, with only one exception, have 
a brilliant idea of the amount of dollars they 
are insured for, and the name of the agent 
who performed the feat, but the name of the 
company in which such insurance was effected 
is the dimmest kind of a iii vt Ii to their con­ 
fiding souls. 
Iii the upper portious of Lee's 
house lived Hie families of George Fowler, 
Charles Lane and Jam es Hunt, who all suc­ 
ceeded in rescuing most of their furniture and 
other ofleets from the fire to have them looted 
by the sympathizing spectators. 
We should 
mention that Craig had an insurance of $500 
on his stock of groceries—tho said groceries 
which were not devoured by tiio flames have 
since been devoured by tho enterprising bands 
of looters. 
Next to the Lea building was that of Mrs. 
Anabella McGadey, a widow, who is insured 
in some, to her, unknown organization by Mr. 
Fredenburgh of this city for $2,000, which 
wilt not cover more than a half of her loss, 
also by rea*on of the vigorous action of the 
looters. 
lu Mr.s McGadey's building was Hie 
segar manufactory of Stephen Hyatt, who is 
insured in the .E tna (old) Company for $1,000, 
by Mr. Clay of Kingston. 
Mr. Hyatt had 
quite a large stock of scgars in his factory, 
most of which were saved; three tons of to- 
1 k>cco in cases stowed in the barn were got 
out and got off—looters again. 
Various other 
articles were lost, to what value is not yet as­ 
certained. 
Frank Fowler and family lived In 
the upper portion of Mrs. McGadey’s building, 
and like the rest bis furniture and household 
oods were I em oted from the house to the 
It reel aud thcuce spirited away. 
Phiii))O'Reilly, J r .’s buildings adjoined Mrs. 
.vk’Gadey's and on them he bud an insurance 
o u i,5 0 0 , bat as he was absent from home 
tm name of the company or the amount of his 
I * am id not be learned, though it far exceeds 
tJb \rao u n t of the Insurance. 
The sufferers by the fire arc endeavoring to 
learn tho whereabouts of their goods and 
chattels aud the names of the persons having 
them in possession before they will converse 
about their loss in auy way but tho most non. 
committal, and before you can extract even an 
acknowledgment that they even heard ol “the 
great Rosendale fire,” you must asaure.tbem 
in the most islcmn m anner that you are not 
an insurance m an; and should they learn you 
are a newspaper man they become as silent 
as an oyster that couldn’t even b# opened by 
prayer, so we “ put up t j#b on ’em" and rather 
insinuated we were a mowing machine agent 
uutil a suspicion crossed our mind that we were 
in danger of being soused in the cauul as an 
im postor, when we changed our tactics and an­ 
nounced ourself as being desirous of writing a 
book on " The G reat Rosendale Fire,” a ta 
Boston, whereupon we were promised facts,!! we 
wouldn’t publish them for the benefit of insur­ 
ance companies. 
The smouldering embers of the coal aud a 
number of cords of wood which were stored In 
tho outbuildings of some of the burned houses 
were, on Thursday evening, found to be re­ 
viving, so a bucket brigade was formed to 
secure the embers from becoming troublesome 
or dangerous by giving them a dousing of 
canal wa'er. 
As is known, the firemen and apparatus 
sent from this city to the scene of the fire 
arrived too late to be of much service, but the 
willingness of Assistant Engineer Canfield, 
the Foremen of Liudsley Steamer and Rapid 
H ost Companies, aud the men under their 
charge, to render every and any aid In their 
jxiwer is gratefully spoken of by the good 
people of Rosendale. 
A public meeting or lb® residents of Rosen 
dale is called for this, Saturday, evening to 
take steps toward having the place incorpo­ 
rated a3 a village and for organizing some 
kind of protection against the ravages by fire. 
The place has grown and improved greatly 
within the past year, and a considerable num­ 
ber of new buildings are now in course of con­ 
struction, while Ihe lots made vacant by the 
late fire will be almost immediately occupied 
by buildings of a better class than those de­ 
stroyed. 
Lots, we were informed by a leading 
merchant of tho place, cannot be purchase*! 
on the main street for less than $25 per foot, 
and in some instances as high as $40 have 
been paid. 
The new mil) of the New York A 
Rosendale Cement Company is the finest mill 
of its kind In the state and with Us store 
houses, barrel factory, kilns and other ad- 
iuncts is rather an imposing affair. 
We had 


tho pleasure of being shown through it by Mr 
Israel Snyder, tho Superintendent, who in­ 
formed us tho engine was furnished by the 
Fishkill-on-tlie-Hudso.1 
Machine Works and 
is of three hundred horse power, with capabil­ 
ities of being worked up to twice that power; 
the boilers, four in number, were made by 
Blackwell, Gross A Co. of Kingston, and Hie 
mill gearing put in by that firm. 
Tile mason 
work was done by Roland Otis of Kingston, 
and Abel Patterson of Kingston superintended 
the carpenter work, which is said to be done 
in tho most workmanlike m anner,aa is all that 
pertains lo the mill and other buildings, Mr. 
Kimball, of Stone Ridge, was the millwright. 
The manufacturing capacity of Hie mill, lf we 
remember correctly, is sixteen hundred bar­ 
rens per day, but about a thou.and will be 
the average production.

About the time I took tho deed to Coykendall 
to have him convey the land covered by th# 
$27,000 mortgage, 
that $27,00.) mortgage 
aud tho deed was tho topic of conversation 
between myself and John C. Brodhead; Brod 
head did not make any claim that tho county 
had loaned any money upon tills mortgage 
or that it had been assigned; think this was 
in the fall of 1871; ii was before I ceased to 
be Treasurer of the Railroad Co., which was 
in September, 1871; when I returned aud said 
Coykendall refused to execute, Brodhead tore 
up the papers and remarked with somo em­ 
phasis that it would give him a warm tim#; 
that he woald buy the m ortgage himself and 
foreclose it. 
Cross-Kcamincd by Mr. Fowler- I wa# 
Treasurer in 1870; am sure this conversation 
was not in 1870; think I have told this con­ 
versation to Coykendall; am inclined to think 
Bonner was present at the time of tho conver­ 
sation: think we have talked about it; dou’t 
know that I have talked to Schoonmaker 
and Cooper about it; never said a word to 
them about it. 
T homas Cornell sworn for defendants—I 
ceased to be director in the IL A O. R. IL Co.

D r. W is e o n T c i i i p c n t n c o . 
We find in the Israelite an_p3say on Hie tem­ 
perance question, by Rabbi Isaac M. Wise, a 
well-known and able Jewish diviue, and as 
his views are of interest to a large number or 
readers here, we publish a synopsis of tile es­ 
say. 
Dr. Wise begins by asking the question: 
“ Is it morally wrong to take a glass of beer, 
wine or champagne .it dinner, or at any other 
time? or is it hypocrisy for hypocrisy's sake 
that per# u s using such beverage do it secret­ 
ly as long as they cab bide the fact ?" Morally 
wrong, lie says, “ is thai which the intelli­ 
gence by common consent calls so; or, us our 
religious friends maintain, which the Bible 
characterizes as such." 
He claims that all 
nations of antiquity used wine or strong drink 
as a beverage and as an ingredient of sacrifi­ 
ces, and the use of wine and strong drink as 
a beverage has been and is common among 
all classes of society. 
Hence intelligence by 
common consent does not condemn their use as 
immoral, and it is as moral as reeking amuse­ 
ment in uny form. 
The Bible does not con­ 
demn its use. 
Moses, who was very strict in 
dietary laws, did not prohibit it, and wine was 
nixingrcdient in all the sacrifices but that of 
tab feast of booths. 
Isaiah did not condemn 
ii David sang, “ Wine gladdens the heart of 
I an,” amt among tho ancient Jews all lioli- 
i ays were opened with public banquets, st 
ffiicli wino was freely used. 
Tho New Testa- 
nent does not condemn wine. Christ and His 
lisciples drauk it, there is not a[ passage in 
ho New Testament prohibiting ii# use, and 
he Christians of Hie nineteenth century can- 
lot bo more orthodox than Jesus and His 
apostles. 
So common intelligence and the 
bible of both the Jews aud Christians do not 
in sid er it a moral wrong lo 
strong drink 
is a beverage. 
Considered economically, it Is no more 
Tasteful to spend money for indulgence in 
ii# respect than for a thousand luxuries and 
i dornmenls. 
It was not wrong to buy hood; 
i jmc dresses and ornaments,for without them 
i rerjthing would lie plain and monotonous, 
i ad life robbed of much of Us boauty ami at- 
I 'activeness. 
To be sure the laud that raised 
I ops and grapes might be nsod for a different 
I nd better purpose; bo might Hie meadows 
i nd fields which yielded oats aud hay for aris- 
I )crats’ horses; so might the money and labor 
i lent for gala carriages and furniture be bet- 
t lr used in providing comfortable homes for 
I ie poor. 
But the right to use these thus was 
i i unquestionable as that of the servant lo 
I irchase a trinket and the wealthy lady- to 
Ij lj costly jewels. 
Therefor® the use of wine 
■id strong drink can be called neither imroof* 
Cl, ungodly or even a waste of property. 
It 
$as the abuse, and not its use. that made tho 
trouble and wrong. 
Money brought untold 
p ise ry on Hie world by its alms#, and thoro is 
'not a goo I nor necessary thing iii all the unl- 
vers# that could not be abused. 
R*digion it­ 
self was abused by fanatics, and if religiou 
and prayer are abused to wage war on liquor 
to-day, they may be abused to-morrow. 
If 
the passions may lie ignited with impunity to 
override and defy tho law and the Constitu­ 
tion, in this or that form, or by any means, 
it matters not how or what, we stand on the 
brink of lawless despotism, and the gates are 
ajar for ail sorts of violence and persecution, 
oppression and destruction of personal rights. 
As practical a people as we are, let us keep 
in sight that Hie passions once aroused inva­ 
riably cml iii mischief, and destroy tho very 
thing they are meant to build up. 
Pass lo us 
once aroused may lead us back to the ex cise# 
and brutalities ot the Middle Ages. 
Iii no country are the women treated better 
than here, nor do any deserve it better. 
We 
are willing to grant them equality iii every re­ 
spect, but must not be ruled by them. 
Let 
them not put us to shame before the civilized 
world as a priest-ridden and womcn-ridden 
l>eop!e, after the heroism of our soldiers, the 
genius of our inventors, tho liberty of our 
country have filled all with admiration. There 
are means at our command to protect the 
community against the abuse of liquor and 
many oilier abuses, but passion, fanaticism, 
despotic laws. priestcraft ami changing the 
course el nature in subjecting Hie law to pai- 
sion and man to female dictation, wili never 
accomplish anything. 
Dr. Wise closes with these conclusions: The 
use of wine or strong drink as a beverage is 
no moral wrong, nor can it be called a waste 
of properly. 
Whatever is not wrong to one 
class of people can not be made so to any 
other in a democratic country. 
Tile abuse of 
anything not criminal or immoral per se does 
■ot justify the abolition of prohibition there­ 
of. 
Penal or prohibitory laws in such cases 
defeat the very cmh ami object of all law. 
The abuse of religion and prayer is worse 
than the abuse of liquor. 
Til# present (fe­ 
male) crusade wili not remedy the evil; it is 
contrary lo law and lilxwty, and ridicules us 
in the eyes of the civilized world. 
The decree of King Ahosueriu, ruler of Me- 
do-Persia, reads: “ That every man be ruler 
in his bouse, and *|>eak according to Hie 
tongue of his people.”

Finally John started off down the road with 
tho horse nt the halter, sheering aud plung­ 
ing about like n nj iderltfs canal boat to a 
hawser behind a fast steam boat—back lie 
came again, tho horse with head erect and 
tail streaming in the wind like a banner, and 
the old captain evidently un interested spec­ 
tator to the performance—but he said nothing. 
At last, Hic dominie hearing no comments on 
Hic horso by tho captain, John was ordered to 
take the animal back to the stable; then,turn­ 
ing to tho captain, Mr. Mobou said, “ Wall, 
now,captain, what do you think of th* horse?*' 
Looking the dominie square in the face Hic 
captain replied, “I tluuk it would make a very 
poor match to the one yonr Master ro le int * 
Jerusalem on.”

Yesterday was Good Friday u u d 
iii .St. 
Mary’s, .41. Teter's and S t Joseph’# churches 
in this city tho day was observed by the usual 
religious rites appropriate lo the occasion. 
Good Friday is tho anniversary of Hie crucifix­ 
ion of tho Saviour, so called lu allusion to the 
benefits conferred on the Avorld by His death. 
The Saxons named it “long Friday,” because 
of the protracted religious services oil that 
day; and the Germans term It Stiller Frietug, 
on account of tho solemn silence observed in 
the churches, or Char-Frietag, from an an­ 
tiquated word signifying |>ct)itonce. 
During 
the first two or three centuries of Christianity, 
it was called the “poach," because then Christ, 
the paschal lamb, was slain. 
Its celebration 
has been attended with peculiar rite?. 
In 
most churches a sepulchre used to be con­ 
structed, and a crucifix was carried thither in 
procession and deposited es in a tomb. 
The 
ciborium containing consecrated wafers was 
placed with it. 
At Tours, as St. Gregory of 
that place Avritcs, Hie watchings were kept in 
darkness until Hie third hour of the night, 
when a small light appeared upon Ute altar. 
Good Friday is lh# only day in the year on 
winch mass is not celebrated in the Roman 
Catholic churches. 
A host is consecrated the 
day before for use on this day, and having 
been placed over uight in a repository gene­ 
rally erected for the purpose in a chapel or 
part of the church, is carried to Hie main a l­ 
tar and consumed by th? priest. 
No conse­ 
crated wine is used, nor are the customary 
lights, incense and music employed. 
The 
ceremony of kissing the eros*, sometimes 
called “adoration of tho cross," is performed 
by the clergy and peoplo on their knees. 
In 
England this Avas anciently called “creeping 
to the cross,” as appears by the following ex­ 
tract from a proclamation in the reign of Hen­ 
ry VHI.: 
"On Good Friday it shall be de­ 
clared how creeping to the cross signify et Ii a 
humbling of ourself to Cbrist before the eros*, 
aud the kissing of it a memory of our redemp­ 
tion made ui>on the cross.” In somo coun­ 
tries an imago of Judas Iscariot was dressed 
up on this day, and subjected to every sort of 
indignity. 
In the north of England it* is cus­ 
tomary to eat on Good Friday herb puddings 
in which a principal ingredient is tho “passion 
dock,” which, la fructification,produce* fancied 
representations of the cross, nails, hammer, 
etc. 
A better knowu practice is that of serv­ 
ing “ hot cross buns," which a popular super­ 
stition holds to be a preservative against fires 
and other disasters. 
In several English coun­ 
ties a small loaf of bread is baked on the morn­ 
ing of this day, and put by until the next year, 
to be used in morsels as a medicine.

On entering Rosendale from Kingston by 
the Wallkill Valley Railway one ha3 a good 
view of the scene of last Wednesday night’s 
fire, as the buildings consumed were all ad­ 
joining one another, and being all frame 
structures no unsightly brick dr stone walls 
lift themselves in air as sad raementers of the 
havoc made by the devouring element. 
The 
buildings were entirely consumed, hardly a 
timber of any of them being left. 
The 
fire originated near tho roof of Isaac Signor’s 
hotel ;from what cause is oueof those inexplica­ 
ble things which “no fellow ever can find out, 
ou know.” The first alarm was given, about 
:30 p. m. by a man rushing into the billiard 
room, in the hotel and informing Mr. Signor, 
who, with some friends, was about to com­ 
mence a game of billiards, that the roof of bi3 
house was all on fire. 
Mr. Signor it seems, 
had during the day bee.i the victim of several 
practical jokes which are usually played on 
the first of April, an 4 remarked to his infor­ 
mant that “it was all right, he hadu’t forgot­ 
ten it wu3 April fool day,” and went on with 
the game, and it was with some difficulty tha , 
he could be induced to go out of doors to con ■ 
vince himself of the truth of the report 
When tha truth was revealed to him thing ; 
became lively and vigorous about that lioti I 
and furniture, crockerv and 'silverware wer ¡ 
carried from the burning building only to b ! 
carried off no one knows where; but as art» 
cles arc beiug heard from In all sorts of placel 
and in the possession of various persons wlio^ 
have no legal right to them it i3 more than 
probable that some interesting developments 
will be.brought to light in ’Squire Gallagher’s 
court-room before many days. 
When the fire 
wa8 first discovered it was endeavored to or­ 
ganize a bucket brigade to pass waler from 
the canal only a short distance from the burn­ 
ing building, but to such a pitch of excite­ 
ment were the people brought to only a few 
ceuld be Induced to do anything toward ar­ 
resting the progress of tho flames. At first what 
little wind there wa3 was from the westward, 
causing the fire to put Rev. Father Brady’s 
residence, adjoining the hotel on the east, m 
jeopardy, but by great efforts the building was 
saved, the wind gradually hauling somewhat 
to the southward,a3 was Shown by the sparks 
drifting toward the new cement mill and oth­ 
er buildings of the New York & Rosendale 
Cement Company on the opposite side of the 
canal. People owning buildings on the south­ 
west side of the hotel imagined for some time 
that with the destruction of the hotel the pro­ 
gress of the fire would be arrested, and con- 
requently they made no exertions to remove 
their eflects until their buildings were on fire, 
and it was only then that the dispatch to May­ 
or Lindsley of this city, asking for assistance, 
was sent. 
The same scene of excited disorder was en­ 
acted in and about the buildings adjoining the 
hotel on the southwest that were displayed at? 
the former. 
Furniture and bedding, crockery; 
aud wearing apparel were carried out an<J[ 
carried oil, no one knows by whom or wlier^ 
to, as by that time the glare made by tha tiré 
had attracted to the scene people from Law- 
renceville, Rock Lock, Creek Locks and High 
Falls. The house adjoining Signor’s hotel and 
stables was a double bouse owned by James 
Lee. 
A part of it was occupied by Gilbert 
Craig as a grocery store and another part by 
Hugo Straubouck as a saloon. Lee's building 
bad lately been overhauled, making it vir­ 
tually a new house, on which was an insur­ 
ance of $2,000, but in what company our re­ 
porter was unable to ascertain, as it is a sin­ 
gular fact that the sufferers by the fire who 
were insured, with only one exception, have 
a brilliant idea of the amount of dollars they 
are insured for, and the name of the agent 
who performed the feat, but the name of the 
cotnpaay in which such insurance wa3 effected 
is the dimmest kind of a myth to their con­ 
fiding souls. 
In the upper portions of Lee’s 
house lived Ilia families of George Fowler, 
Charles Lane and James Hunt, who all suc­ 
ceeded in rescuing mo3t of their furniture and 
other eflects from the fire to have them looted 
by the sympathizing spectators. 
We should 
mention that Craig had an insurance of $500 
on his stock of groceries—tho said groceries 
which were not devoured by tho flames have 
since been devoured by tho enterprising bands 
of looters. 
Next to the Lea building was that of Mrs. 
Anabclla McGadey, a widow, who is insured 
in some, to her, unknown organization by Mr. 
Fredenburgh of this city for $2,000, which 
will not cover more than a half ot her loss, 
also by reason of the vigorous action of the 
looters. Iu Mr.s McGadey’s building was the 
segar manufactory of Stephen Hyatt, who is 
insured in the .¿Etna (old) Company for $1,000, 
by Mr. Clay of Kingston. 
Mr. Hyatt bad 
quite a large stock of sogars in bis factory, 
most of which were saved; three tons of to- 
bocco in cases stowed iu the barn were got 
out and got off—looters again. 
Various other 
articles were l03t, to what value is not yet as­ 
certained. Frank Fowler and family lived in 
the upper portion of Mr3. McGadey’s buildin 
and like the re3t his furniture and household 
oods weYc removed from the house to the 
Street aud thence spirited away. 
\ Philip O’Reilly, Jr.’s buildings adjoined Mrs. 
JfcGadey’s and on them he bad an insurance 
o|j$l,500, but as he was absent from home 
name of the company or the amount of his 
1 A could not be learned, though it far exceeds 
tle\m ount of the insurance. 
/T he suflerers by the fire are endeavoring to 
learn the whereabouts of their goods and 
chattels and the names of the persons bavin 
them in possession before they will converse 
about their I033 in any way but the most non. 
committal, and before you can extract even an 
acknowledgment that they even heard ot “the 
great Rosendale fire,” you must assure.tbem 
in the most selemn manner that you are not 
an iusurance man; and should they learn you 
are a newspaper man they become as silent 
as an oyster that couldn’t even be opened by 
prayer, so we “ put up u jeb on ’em” and rather 
insinuated we were a mowing machine agent 
until a suspicion crossed our mind that we were 
in danger of being soused in the canal as an 
im postor, when we changed our tactics and an­ 
nounced ourself as being desirous of writing a 
book on “ The Great Rosendale Fire,” a la 
Boston, whereupon we were promised facts.if we 
wouldn’t publish them for the benefit of insur­ 
ance companies. 
The smouldering embers of the coal and a 
number of cords of wood which were stored In 
tho outbuildings of some of the burned houses 
were, on Thursday evening, found to be re­ 
viving, so a bucket brigade was formed to 
secure the embers from becoming troublesome 
or dangerous by giving them a dousing of 
canal water. 
As is known, the firemen and apparatus 
sent from this city to tbe scene of the fire 
arrived too late to be of much service, but the 
willingness of Assistant Engineer Canfield, 
the Foremen of Lindsley Steamer and Rapid 
Hose Companies, and tbe men under their 
charge, to render every and any aid in their 
power is gratefully spoken oí by the good 
people of Rosendale. 
A publie meeting of the residents of Rosen 
dale is called for this, Saturday, evening to 
take steps toward having tho place incorpo­ 
rated as a village ahd for organizing some 
kind of protection against the ravages by fire. 
Tbe place has grown and improved greatly 
within tbe past year, and a considerable num­ 
ber of new buildings are now in course of con­ 
struction, while the lots made vacant by the 
late fire will be almost immediately occupied 
by buildings of a better class than those de­ 
stroyed. Lots, we were informed by a leading 
merchant of tho place, cannot be purchased 
on the main street for loss than $25 per foot, 
and in some instances as high as $40 have 
been paid. 
The new mill of the New York & 
Rosendale Cement Company i3 the finest mill 
of its kind in the state and with its store 
houses, barrel factory, kilns and other ad­ 
juncts Is rather an imposing affair. 
We had 


tho pleasure of being shown through it by Mr. 
Israel Snyder, the Superintendent, who in­ 
formed U3 tho engine was furnished by the 
Fislikill-on-the-IIudso.i Machine Works and 
is of threo hundred bor3o power, with capabil­ 
ities of being worked up to twice that power; 
the boilers, four in number, were made by 
Blackwell, Gro33 & Co. of Kingston, and tbe 
mill gearing put in by that firm. The mason 
work was done by Roland Otis of Kingston, 
and Abel Patterson of Kingston superintended 
tbe carpenter work, which is said to be done 
in tho most workmanlike manuer.as is all that 
pertains to the mill and other buildings. Mr. 
Kimball, of Stone Ridge, was the millwright. 
The manufacturing capacity of the mill, if we 
remember correctly, is sixteen hundred bar­ 
rens per day, but about a thousand will be 
the average production. 
We saw a leathern 
belt in that mill which is 110 feet long and 
40 inches in width.

ntiion y B enson recalled by defendants— 
About the time I took the deed to Coykendall 
to have him convey tbe land covered by the 
$27,000 mortgage, that $27,000 mortgage 
and tho deed was tbe topic of conversation 
between myself and John C. Brodhead; Brod­ 
head did not make any claim that the county 
had loaned any money upon tilts mortgage 
or that it had been assigned; think this was 
in the fall of 1871; it was before I ceased to 
be Treasurer of the Railroad Co., which was 
iu September, 1871; when I returned aud said 
Coykendall refused to execute, Brodhead tore 
up the papers and remarked with some em­ 
phasis that it would give him a warm time; 
that he would buy the mortgage himself and 
foreclose it. 
Cross-Examined by Mr. Fowler—I was 
Treasurer iu 1870; am sure this conversation 
wa3 uot in 1870; think I have told this con­ 
versation to Coykendall; am inclined to think 
Bonner was present at the time of the conver­ 
sation: think we have talked about it; don’t 
know that I have talked to Schoonmaker 
and Cooper about it; never said a word to 
them about it. 
Thomas C o r n e l l sworn for defendants—I 
ceased to be director in the R. & O. R. R. Co. 
iu 1870. Q.—Do you recollect of ever making 
any inquiries to ascertain if the R. & O. R. R. 
Co. bad transferred tbe $27,000 mortgage 
given by S. D. Coykendall, and if so, about 
when, and from whom, and state the nature 
of the inquiry? A.—I think in 1871 a resolu­ 
tion was passed by tbe executive committee 
directing Mr. Coykendall to transfer that 
property to John C. Brodhead, as lie had pur­ 
chased tha property for $5,100 or $5,300 (my 
memory don’t serve me which), and that res­ 
olution was signed by Bonner, as Secretary of 
tbe executive committee; that letter was band­ 
ed to me, and I advised Mr. Coykendall not to 
make the title to any one but the railroad it­ 
self, who were the legal owners of the prop­ 
erty; it strikes me that it was in the fall of 
1871. 
Q.—Tb¡3 letter, which set forth that 
Brodhead had purchased for cither $5,100 or 
$5,300, was published in a newspaper iu this 
city? A.—Yes; in the Rondout Freeman I 
think; I recollect seeing it. 
Cross-examined .by Mr. Fowfc-r. 
Q.—Do 
you know when it was when this resolution 
was passed ? A.—I think it wa3 in the fall of 
1871; I ain not certain of that; I think it was 
1ST 1. 
Q.—That is only your impression ? 
A.—Yes, sir. 
Q.—You are not decided and 
positive ? A.—I am not. 
The defendants here rest with the exception 
of calling the County Treasurer, and the court 
adjourned until 2 r. m. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 


J a c o b M. IIa s b ro u c k recalled by defend­ 
ants—Of new issue bonds I have paid tbe 
coupons, since I came in office, which fell due 
previous to March 1, 1873; they are bonds 
Nos. 731, 745 and 758 of 15th series for $100;

1873; there were two years interest.back on 
them, I think; they were paid after I made 
my last annual report.

We, the undersigned, respectfully petition In the 
cause of Goil and hum anity th at your honorable 
body will grant no licenses for the sale of Intoxi­ 
cating liquors, except to druggists for mechanical 
aud medicinal purposes. 
Resolved, That a committee of ladies (of 
as many as can be procured) be appoint­ 
ed to circulate the above petition and re­ 
port tbe result on or before May 1st to the 
Chairman of the committee appointed to pre­ 
sent tho petitions to the Excise Commission­ 
ers at their first meeting. 
Resolved, That said committee to present 
the petitions to tho Excise Commissioners re­ 
quest such gentlemen or ladies as they deem 
advisable to accompany them in presenting 
tho said petition. 
Resolved, That the pledge be circulated in 
connection with said petition.’

Dr. W ise on Temporáneo. 
We find in the Israelite anjasay ou the lem- 
perance question, by Rabbi Isaac M. Wise, a 
well-known and able Jewish divine, and as 
his views are of interest to a large number of 
readers here, we publish a synopsis oí the es­ 
say. 
Dr. Wise begins by asking the question: 
“ Is it morally wrong to take a glass of beer, 
wine or champagne at dinner, or at any other 
time? or is it hypocrisy for hypocrisy’s sake 
that porsois using such beverage do it secret­ 
ly as long as they can hide the fact ?” Morally 
wrong, he says, “ is that which the intelli­ 
gence by common consent calls so; or, as our 
religious friends maintain, which the Bible 
characterizes as such.” He claims that all 
nations of antiquity used wine or strong drink 
as a beverage and as an ingredient of sacrifi­ 
ces, and the use of wine and strong drink as 
a beverage has been and is common arnoug 
all classes of society. 
Hence intelligence by 
common consent docs not condemn their use as 
immoral, and it is as moral as seeking amuse­ 
ment in any form. 
The Bible does not con­ 
demn its use. Mose3, who was very strict in 
dietary laws, did not prohibit it, and wine was 
anf ingredient in all the sacrifices but that of 
102 feast of booths. Isaiah did not condemn 
is David sang, “ Wine gladdens the heart of 
lian,” and among the ancient Jews all lioli- 
iays were opened with public banquets, at 
vhich wine was freely U3cd. Tho New Testa- 
nent does not condemn wine. Christ and His 
lisciples drank it, there is not a] passage in 
ihe New Testament prohibiting ils use, and 
¡he Christians of the nineteenth century can- 
lot bo more orthodox than Jesns and IBs- 
apostles. 
So common intelligence and Jh e 
iblo of both the Jews and Christians do not 
onshler it a moral wrong to use strong drink 
s a beverage. 
Considered economically, it is no more 
wasteful to spend money for indulgence in 
his respect than for a thousand luxuries and 
dornments. It was not wrong to buy hand?, 
f ime dresses and ornaments,for without them 
* verything would be plain and monotonous, 
¡ nd life robbed of much of its beauty and at- 
i ractivcnoss. To be sure the land that raised 
1 ¡ops and grapes might be used for a diflerent 
lid better purpose; so might the meadows 
nd field3 which yielded oats and hay for aris- 
1 bcrats’ horses; so might the money and labor 
i peat for gala carriages and furniture be bet- 
{ 


r U3ed in providing comfortable homes lot 
e poor. But the right to use these thus was 
unquestionable as that of the servant to 
irehase a trinket and the wealthy lady to 
!|uy costly jewels. Therefore the use of wine 
aid strong drink can be called neither immor- 
I 


Í1, ungodly or even a waste of property. 
It 
ras the abuse, and not its use, that made the 
rouble and wrong. Money brought untold 
¿misery on the world by its abuse, and there is 
mot a good nor necessary thing in all the uni- 
; verse that could not be abused. 
Religion it­ 
self wu3 abused by fanatics, and if religion 
and prayer arc abused to wage war on liquor 
to-day, they may be abused to-morrow. 
If 
the passions may bo ignited with impunity to 
override and defy the law and the Constitu­ 
tion, in this or that form, or by any means, 
it matters not how or what, we stand on the 
brink of lawless despotism, and the gate3 are 
ajar for all sorts of violence and persecution, 
oppression and destruction of personal rights. 
As practical a people as we are, let us keep 
in sight that the passions once aroused inva­ 
riably end in mischief, and destroy the very 
tiling they are meant to build up. Passions 
once aroused may lead us back to the excesses 
and brutalities ot the Middle Ages. 
In no country are the women treated better 
than here, nor do "any deserve it better. 
We 
are willing to grant them equality in every re­ 
spect, but must not be ruled by them. 
Let 
them not put us to shame before tho civilized 
world as a priest-ridden and women-ridden 
people, after the heroism of our soldiers, the 
genius of our inventora, the liberty of our 
country have filled all with admiration. There 
are means at onr command to protect the 
community against tho abuse of liquor and 
many other abuses, but pasxion, fanaticism, 
despotic laws, priestcraft and changing the 
course »f nature in subjecting the law to pas­ 
sion and man to female dictation, will never 
accomplish anything. 
Dr. Wise closes with these conclusions: Tbe 
use of wine or strong drink a3 a beverage is 
no moral wro ng, nor can it be called a waste 
of properly. 
Whatever is not wrong to one 
cla33 of people can not be made so to any 
other in a democratic country. 
The-abuse of 
anything not criminal or immoral yjcr se does 
not justify the abolition of prohibition there­ 
of. Penal or prohibitory laws in such cases 
defeat the very cntk and object of all law. 
The abuse of religion and prayer is worse 
than tbe abuse of liquor. 
The present (fo- 
male) crusade will not remedy the evil; it is 
contrary to law and liberty, and ridicules us 
in the eyes of the civilized world. 
The decree of King Ahasnerus, ruler of Me- 
do-Persia, reads: “ That every man be ruler 
in his house, and speak according to the 
tongue of his people.”

A short time ago un uptown gentleman 
had the misfortune to injure himself by falling. 
He was hurt quite badly, but with great cour­ 
age bound up the wounded limb, saying at the 
same time, “No d—n Freeman reporter shall 
get hold df this thing, anyhow.” The family 
were cautioned not to say a word about it, 
and a sentry was placed at the window to 
signal if The Freeman reporter put in an ap­ 
pearance.

A Item ini whence. 
While speaking of the removal of the Pres­ 
byterian congregation from the old to the new 
church edifice a lew days unco we heard re­ 
lated the following: The first pastor of the 
society was Rev. John Mason, since dead, a 
young, very handsome and stylish man, who 
dressed in purple and flue linen and fared 
sumptuously every day. Rondout was a very 
small place in those days and tbe affairs of 
each resident were pretty generally known lo 
and commented on by the others; those of 
Mr. Mason being no exception lo the rule.— 
The society over which he was settled was a 
small and rather poor one for so stylish a man, 
and to support his style it was said his salary 
was often drawn before it was due. Among 
one of his weaknesses, an amiable one, was 
an admiration for fine horses. 
He had pur­ 
chased a very handsome horse and bad a man 
to groom him. The man was John Dougher­ 
ty, who subsequently became a merchant and 
a well-known character in the place. 
An­ 
other resident was Captain Abbey, father of 
Captain David Abbey of the Thomas Cornell, 
who was a great wit, and tho intensely sharp 
and witty things the old captain was the 
author of are still laughed over by the grey­ 
beards of these days, who were young men in 
tho early days of Rondout. Meeting the old 
captain one day ou what is now Abeel street, 
the Rev. Mr. Mason,in the course of a friendly 
reeling, inquired it the captain had ever seen 
his horse? No, the captain never had. “ Well, 
come along,” said the dominie, “I am going to 
the barn now’, and I will have my man John 
bring out the animal—I would like you to see 
it. Very fine animal, captain.” So the cap­ 
tain went along with the dominie to the barn, 
which stood back on a lot near where the 
new Presbyterian church now is. Arriving at 
the barn John was ordered to bring out the 
horse and trot it up aod down tho road to 
show tho captain tts "beauty and style. 
Now, 
John was, If possible, more proud of the ani­ 
mal than was the dominie, and he kept it in 
fine condition; grooming it until its coat was 
like satin and it shone like burnished metal. 
John led tho anitrtal forth, when it went 
through a variety of antics, rearing and prau- 
cing and snorting in excess of spirits.— 
Finally John started oil" down the road with 
tho horse at the halter, sheering aud plung­ 
ing about like a rudderless canal boat to a 
hawser behind a fast steamboat—back lie 
came again, the horse wtth head erect and 
tail streaming in the wind like a banner, and 
the old captain evidently an interested spec­ 
tator to the performance—but he said nothing. 
At last, the dominie hearing no comments on 
tho horse by the captain, John was ordered to 
take the animal back to the stable; then.turn- 
iug to tho captain, Mr. Mason said, “Well, 
now,captain, what do you think of the horse?” 
Lookiug the dominie square in the face the 
captain replied, “I think it would make a very 
poor match to the one your Master rode into 
Jerusalem on.” 


UooA F rid ay. 
Yesterday was Good Friday and m St. 
Mary’s, St. Peter’s and St. Joseph’s churches 
in this.city the day was observed by the usual 
religious rite3 appropriate to the occasion. 
Good Friday is the anniversary of the crucifix­ 
ion of the Saviour, so called iu allusion to the 
benefits conferred on the world by His death. 
The Saxons named it “long Friday,” because 
of the protracted religious services on that 
day; and the Germans term It Stiller Frietug, 
on account of tho solemn silence observed in 
the churches, or Char-Frietag, from an an­ 
tiquated word signifying penitence. 
During 
the first two or three centuries of Christianity, 
it was called the “pascli,” because then Christ, 
the paschal lamb, was slain. 
Its celebration 
has been attended with peculiar rites. 
In 
most chnrche3 a sepulchre used to be con­ 
structed, and a crucifix was carried thither in 
procession and deposited as in a tomb. Tbe 
ciborium containing consecrated wafers was 
placed with it. At Tours, as St. Gregory of 
that place writes, the watchings were kept in 
darkness until the third hour of the night, 
when a small light appeared upon the altar. 
Good Friday is the only day in the year ou 
which mass is not celebrated in the Roman 
Catholic churches. 
A host is consecrated the 
day before for use on this day, and having 
been placed over night in a repository gene­ 
rally erected for the purpose in a chapel or 
part of the church, is carried to the main al 
tar and consumed by the prie3t. 
No couse- 
crated wine is used, nor arc the customary 
lights, incen3e and music employed. 
The 
ceremony of kissing the cross, sometimes 
called “adoration of the cross,” is performed 
by tbe clergy and people on their knees. 
In 
England this was anciently called “creepin 
to tbe cross,” as appears by the following ex­ 
tract from a proclamation in the reign of Hen­ 
ry VIII.: 
“On Good Friday it shall be de 
clared how creeping to the cross signifyeth a 
humbling of ourself to Christ before the cross, 
aud the kissing of it a memory of our redemp­ 
tion made upon the cross.” In some coun 
tries an Imago of Jadas Iscariot wa3 dressed 
up on this day, and subjected to every sort of 
indignity. In the north of England it* is cus­ 
tomary to eat on Good Friday herb puddin 
in which a principal ingredient is the “passion 
dock,” which, in fructification,produces fancied 
representations of the cross, nails, hammer 
etc. 
A better known practice i3 that of serv­ 
ing “hot cross buD3,” which a popular super­ 
stition holds to be a preservative against fires 
and other disasters. In several English coun 
ties a small loaf of bread is baked on the morn 
ing of this day, and put by until the next year, 
to be U3ed in morsels as a medicine.

A little ^five-year-old daughter of Henry 
Samm, who resides at Dutch Settlement, 
the town of Kingston, was quite seriou 
burned on Thursday. 
She was playing in 
lot where Mr. Samm was burning brush, and 
tripping up fell on a heap of live coals.
